BLACK RAIN IN IRELAND. 


ThB lilmuriild Iiile Wn» tatcly; the 


Wceuo of un Unu»unl Plic-

stance o£ u full ot black rain is re- 
corded in Ireland, extending- over an 
arm i oil 30 miles in length uud 10 in 
width.
